All ot the members ot tho cabi- 
net were present. M. Outroy, the French 
Minister, introduced the French guests 
and tho German Charge d'Affaires pre- 
sented tho descendants of Baron Von 
Stouben to the members o£ tho cabinet.

sions, but the visitors were individually 
presented to tho Secretary of State nnd 
his ministerial assistants. 
A general 


shaking of hands aud sorno.couvorsation 
followed, after which tho party entered 
carriages and joined tho procession-to 
tho Capitol. 


This procession was composed exclu- 


sively of local military nnd 'civic socie- 
ties. Thero were the Light Infantry, 
National Bifloa, Veterans' Association, a 
company of children in Zouave uniform, 
a colored regiment or two, some Knights 
Templar, the Fire Department, anil a 
light battery. The lino ot march was 
from tho State Department to tho Capi- 
tol, and tho guests reached tho hill 
about2:30P.M. 
Prior to thoir arrival 


the President had been driven from Sen- 
ator Jones' house to his room in the Son- 
ate wing, and ho awaited there the com- 
ing of the party. The rotunda ot the 
Capitol, where three weeks ago to-tiny fu- 
neral services were read oy,or the ibpdy 
of the murdered G.irflehV'was usetl as n 
a reception hall. ..The north side of the 
rotunda was occupied by a "company of 
gentlemen who had been admitted to 
witness tho presentation.

KSVOHCIXO THK LAW. 


O. M. Albensou, who has become well- 


known in this locality by his tleteotivo 
work for the temperance folk at Edgor- 
tou, Clinton, and other places, has just 
made his report of the work douo by him 
during the past six mouths as agent of 
the Chicago Citizens' League, for tho 
North side: 


"During this period," ho says, "I have 


originated and prosecuted 
aixty-fivo 


complaints for tho infraction of tho laws 
and ordinances prohibiting tho sale of 
intoxicating liquors to minors and drunk- 
ards, and prohibiting minors irom play- 
ing games ot chance. Of these sixty-five 
cases seven were dismissed by the jus- 
tioes, and in seventeen a nolle prosequi 
was 'entered, for good reasons, on my 
own motion. In tho remaining fortyone 
coses, twenty-seven wore fined by the 
justices, and sis of the defendants held 
to| tho criminal court, two of which were 
discharged by tho grand jury, and four 
. nave not yet been indicted, leaving eight 
oases still pending before justices. Tho 
tojnl amount of fines inflicted, including 
Copts' of court, was 9271. I have also 
baeu instrumental in Bonding two con- 
firmed drunkards, one of whom was a 
saloon-keeper, to the Washington homo, 
and visited thirty-two drunkards' fami- 
lies. In addition to theso labors, I hnvo 
done some work in on adjoining State, 
which serves to show "the salutary influ- 
ence tho league is exerting outeide the 
city." 


The organization is not a total absti- 


nence or prohibitory oho, but its aim is 
to enforce the present laws, and much of 
the work has been to prevent the sale to 
minors and drunkards. In his section of 
the city there were during tho past six 
mouths 379 minors arrested for crime, as 
compared with 433 arrested during tho 
same time lost year. This decrease in 
view of the Increasing population, he. 
credits to the work of this league.
